His hours will be from 
9 a.m. to 12 and from 1 to 4:30 
p. m. 

Mr. Campbell will occupy the 
rear portion of the chamber of- 
fice. He will handle all business in 
connection with the issuance of 
operators licenses, chauffeur's. li- 
censes, changes of address and 
other details in connection with 
the state division. 

Representatives of the state .di- 
vision of licenses are in charge of 
this service in other cities in this 
area. Until a short time ago the 
Upland police department handled 
the service. A recent order, how- 
ever, specified that only regularly 
selected state employes could is- 
sue licenses. For several weeks 
the service has not been available 
here.

The Romance of Air Mail 


There are many interesting things that ean be said in con- 
nection with the observance of National Air Mail weck, May 
15 to 21, the purpose of which is to intensify the American 
people’s consciousness of aviation and air mail, as well as to 
commemorate the twentieth anniversary of inauguration of air 
mail service; to educate citizens in the use of air mail—show- 
ing its progress, dependability, safety and value—and to in- 
crease use of air mail so that through inereased revenue still 
further expansion of that essential service will be made pos-|} 
sible. 

It may seem somewhat incredible that the country’s vast 
air mail system of today could been instituted only twenty 
years ago—yet on May 15, 1918, the first practical test of air 
mail transportation was made over an experimental route be- 
tween New York City and Washington, D.C. For a time the 
Post Office Department had the cooperation of the Army Airi 
Corps and only army fliers were used. The Post Office De- 


partment later took over the line exclusively and hired eivil- 
ian pilots, but the service was short lived because the route 
Was too short to be profitable. 


Other short courses were established between New York 
City and Cleveland, Cleveland and Chicago, Chicago and 


Omaha—but these were too short to convince authorities that 
planes were superior to trains in speedy transportation of mail, 
and much valuable data and experience had been gained be- 
fore it was considered practicable to venture into air mail on 
a large scale. On 1921 a route was established between New 
York and San Francisco, the planes flying only during the day 
—the mail being transferred to trains at night and back to 
planes at daybreak. 

This plane and train arrangement was only temporary, for 
soon the thousand-mile streteh between Chicago and Cheyenne 
was equipped with beacon lights and flood-lighted landing fields 
so that there might be no interruption to plane transportation. 
In 1923 a test trip was made from San Francisco in twenty- 
six hours and fourteen minutes, with only short stops to change 
planes and pilots and to refuel. On July 1, 1924, the regular 
transcontinental mail service was inaugurated over the longest 
air mail route in the world. Hastward the trip took thirty- 
two hours and five minutes, and westward. thirty-four hours 
and forty-five minutes. It was so arranged that all night fly- 
ing was done over the lighted stretch between Chieago and 
Cheyenne. About a year later, the installation of beacons was 
eompleted between New York and Chicago—and night air mail 
service inaugurated between those two cities. 
‘beacons was completed when lights were installed 
Cheyenne and Salt Lake City and San Francisco. 

In the spring of 1925 the Postmaster General was authorized 
to let contracts with private companies for the operation of 
air mail routes and a year. later—in February, 1926—service 
was started on the first contract air mail route. Since then the 
service has developed at an amazing rate—feeder lines connect 
with the main transcontinental routes forming a network over 
which courses much of the lifeblood of the nation—govern- 
ment, business and social—to every person in reach of the pos- 
tal system, in the backwoods or the largest city. Over the 
thirty-two routes now in operation the planes fly 190,000 miles 
daily. 

Such is the romantic story of the great strides in air mail 
service. It is typical of the great strides ‘made in other indus- 
tries in our country and one wonders what will be the develop- 
ments in this line Within the next few years. It’s a great ae- 
complishment when mail can be transported across the coun- 
try in less than a day—and one ean only guess at what the fu- 
ture has in store in this and other lines. 

Have you ever sent a letter by air mail? If not, that will 
be an appropriate way of doing your part in the observance 
of National Air Mail week.

Covering the 
1936-37 season, Edward Hyatt, 
state engineer, has issued a re- 
port on the underground _ basins. 
Concerning this area, his report 
states the following: 

Chino Basin Not Affected 

“The average rise over main 
Chino basin was less than one foot, 
varying from no change in the 
area of rising water south and east 
of Chino to 150 feet in a small 
area northwest of Upland. There! 
wa: a drop of two to three feet at 
Pomona, three feet at Ontario, 
three to four feet at Upland and 
three feet north of Fontana. There 
was a rise of three to four feet} 
southeast of Chino and two feet} 
west of Fontana. 

“In Cucamonga basin rises of 
10 to 40 feet occurred over the 
central and lower pars of the 
basin and as much as 75 feet in 
the upper part of the basin, giv- 
ing an average mse for the basin 
of about 30 feet. Changes in 
Temescal basin ranged from a one 
foot rise along Santa Ana river to 
@ rise of as great as 15 feet near 
Temescal wash east of Corona. 
Arlington basin rose one or two 
feet and Riverside basin showed 
tises varying from two feet in the 
southern part of the basin to 16 
feet in the northern part near Col- 
ton, averaging about five feet.
